Library receives $15,000 for Collection on Deafness 


The Gallaudet College library recent- 
ly received a gift of $15,000 from the 
National Home Library Foundation of 
Washington, D.C. The money will be 
used to purchase materials for the libra- 
ry’s special Collection on Deafness. 

“Because we value this collection as 
an important component of our educa- 
tional services, we are especially grate- 
ful to the National Home Library Foun- 
dation for its generous contribution,” 
said Gallaudet President Jerry C. Lee. 
“Gallaudet’s responsibilities reach 
beyond educating its students, and one 
of these responsibilities includes collec- 
ting and preserving information related 
to deafness.” 

Gallaudet’s Collection on Deafness is 
the most complete one of its kind in 
the world. It is used not only by faculty 
and students but by researchers world- 
wide, according to head librarian John 
Day. 


The Collection on Deafness contains 
more than 1,730 periodical titles and 
more than 11,000 monographs. Cover- 
ing the period from 1546 to the pre- 
sent, the collection includes books, 
journals, pamphlets, reprints, reports 
from schools for deaf students in the

Resident assists at Health Service

When Richard Wheeler, M.D., ar- 
rived on campus earlier this spring to 
assist at the Student Health Service, it 
marked the first time a resident from a 
hospital program came to Gallaudet for 
a Clinical rotation. 

Wheeler, who graduated from the 
University of Colorado Medical School 
in 1982 and is completing his residency 
in family medicine at Mercy Hospital in 
Denver, came to Gallaudet for three 
weeks on April 23. 

“TI wanted to do an elective here at 
Gallaudet so I could learn more about 
deafness and find out about health care 
programs for deaf people. Eventually, | 
plan to open a practice in family medi- 
cine and hope to see many deaf pa- 
tients and their families.” 


Wheeler’s daughter, Shauna, 5, is 
profoundly deaf and also has two types 
of learning disabilities which affect her 
ability to read and speak. 

“When Shauna was diagnosed in 
1981 we were told by one of the 
leading specialists in audiological testing 
that even though she is profoundly 
deaf, all we had to do is put some 
hearing aids on her and she would be 
fine. (We were told) we could even ex- 
pect normal speech. It wasn’t until a 
year later that her other disabilities 
were diagnosed and she was referred 
for the other services she needs,” 
Wheeler said. She now attends three 
different programs in Denver, including 
a total communication program for 
deaf children.

United States and foreign countries, 
school papers, proceedings of deafness- 
related associations, copies of doctoral 
dissertations and master’s theses as well 
as other research. 

The nucleus of the collection, known 
as the Charles Baker Collection, con- 
sists of more than 500 titles and was 
purchased by the College in 1874 from 
the Charles Baker Estate. Charles 
Baker was the headmaster of the 
Yorkshire Institution for the Deaf in 
England from 1829 to 1874. 

His library covers the years from 
1546 to the Civil War and contains 
many of the best-known titles con- 
nected with the history of deaf educa- 
tion. The library has also established 
exchange programs with libraries in 
England, Russia, Czechoslovakia and 
East Germany as a means of obtaining 
materials related to deaf persons that 
can not be purchased.

During his stay on campus, Wheeler 
met with members of the research 
faculty, getting-up-to-date information 
on what is being done for deaf people 
in health areas such as genetics, early 
detection, alcoholism treatment and 
counseling. 

He also read a lot about deafness. 
“This was really my first opportunity 
since Shauna was diagnosed to sit 
down and learn about deafness and the 
deaf community,” he said. “My stay at 
Gallaudet really helped me to focus 
things.” 

Due to licensing requirements of the 
District of Columbia, Wheeler was not 
able to examine students, but he did 
confer with Student Health Service per- 
sonnel on health care service delivery. 

“The Student Health Service helped 
me to see some of the adaptations | 
will need to make in my family prac- 
tice,” he said. “For example, ordinarily 
I wouldn’t do a special eye exam on a 
healthy teen-ager, but (the Student 
Health Service Staff) showed me that 
this is very important since so many 
conditions that affect hearing also affect 
vision. They also showed me how to 
make instructions clear and to teach 
people the appropriate use of the 
medical system.” 

Upon returning to Denver, Wheeler 
said he planned to consult with Mercy 
Hospital about the possibility of open- 
ing special weekly clinics for hearing 
impaired persons and their families. 

“My major interest is to get the kids 
early and to treat the whole family as 
part of the practice,” Wheeler said. 
“Most deafness should be picked up by 
primary care doctors. Physicians need 
to understand that they can’t just tell 
parents not to worry until the child is 
two.”
